1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

"that" was changed to --in which- (claim 1, line 13), line 13 now reading "touch 
detection in which said control unit"; 

"that" was changed to -in which- (claim 1 , line 15), line 15 now reading 
"approach detection in which said control unit detects"; 

"touch detection" was changed to -approach detection- (claim 1, line 18; per 
description on page 3 of the specification), lines 17-18 now reading "control unit 
actuates said thrust assist when the approach detection is performed"; 

"tough" was changed to -touch- (claiml, line 19). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowable 
subject matter is the touch detection, approach detection, and thrust assist features in 
combination with the remaining features of the independent claim. Campbell et al. 
(6,851 ,504) and Haruhisa (JP2001 -334895) each disclose a pedestrian protection 
airbag system comprising a control unit, sensor capable of detecting a pedestrian, 
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airbag, inflator, touch detection, and approach detection. Oehm (5,897,135) and 
Wohllebe et al. (EP1 004481) each disclose an airbag system comprising a control unit, 
sensor, airbag, inflator, and thrust assist that is enabled prior to inflation of the airbag. 
However, there is no obvious combination of these two references. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
